Document 1 cited in the ISR, and cited by the applicant in the specification (page 
2, lines 27-28), and document 2 cited in the ISR do not disclose using a component 
having elution according to the TREF method of 15-50 wt. % at 0**C. (In particular, 
because it is not measured by this type of measurement method in document 1, 
document 1 does not disclose or suggest that component B is in this range.)
